The trials were heard in the surt- 
gan courts and were based on 
charges of sedition and massacre.

The disorders broke out when 
constabulary broke up a tank 
considered sacred by the Colorum, 
a religious society, on the ground 
that members of the order, bathing 


jin the belief that miraculous cures 
would follow, had contaminated the 
water to such an extent that they 
were endangering their health by 
using it. This was on Bucas Is- 
land, off the Suriga coast. 

A fight in which six constabu 
lary were slain followed and a fur- 
ther detachment of constabulary 
went to the island to arrest the 
leaders in this. A clash followed 
and thirteen of the constabulary 
were slain, including two officers, 
while later réports indicated that 
more than eighty of the fanatical 
Colorume died. 

A number of others on both sides 
were killed in later clashes and the 
disorder was not put down until

“Heroic work has been done by 
the Federal@nd State Departments 
ef Agriculture in previeus out- 
breaks of foot-and-mouth disease 
In this country, all of which were 
successfully stamped out as this 
one now im California will be. 
As a Veteran of four different 
outbreaks, Dr. Mawley has in- 
spected thousands of cases of this 
disease, and durt this time did 
not contract the d . and fur- 
thermore, never knew of anyone 
who did contract It: 

“In countries where foot-and- 
mouth disease is prevalent. such 
as Germany and South America, 
meat from these cattle and milk 
from the cows in these herds is a 
regular diet. Thousands of tons 
of frogen meat afferte* with the 
disease are eaid to be regularly 
marketed in Europe. Heating or 
cooking kills the germs or virus 
that exists. The loss from the 
ease is purely economic and for 
economic reasons must be wiped 
out in this country. The meat and 
milk supply today tn Los Angeles 
in cleaner than-ever before, and 
according to Dr. Hawley, all ani- 
mals slaughtered are receiving 
most rigid and careful inspection, 
beth ante-mortem and post- 
tem. No meat from animals show- 
ing lesions of foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease is allowed to pass for food, 
even though it would not be dan- 
gerous for food when cooked. 


BLOW TO MANRKET 
“There are now thousanda of 
head of nnimals in the Southwest 
now ready for market. If through 
foolish fear people stop eating 
meat; the demand will be lessened 
and owners unable‘to market. On 
account of the rigid inspection of 
the animals before shipping. after 
arrival, and after slaughter, to- 
gether with great improvement in 
the sanitation of slaughtering 
plants, the present meat supply has 
an increased quarantine of safety.” 
Strict enforcement of the regu- 
lations now in foree will be main- 
tained by the Sheriff's office. Or- 
ders to this effect have been is- 
aued by Sheriff Traeger, following 
reesipt of information that at- 
tempts have been made to evade 
the regulations.
